5,453,984 filed 6/18/93; corresponds to DE 
4224174) discloses a communication system for multi-service 
communication terminal equipment in local networks. 

Bergler (US PAT. 5,461,620 filed 7/23/93; corresponds to EP 
0582877) discloses a method and apparatus for high-speed data 
exchange .
